Washington, March 16.—(4)—War- 
dey John Snook, of the Atlanta fed- 
eral penitentiary, has been given 30 
days in which to resign, it was dis- 
closed today at the department of jus- 
tice, The SO-day period = expires 
April 4. 

Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt, 
assistant to the attorney-general, 
Snook's resignation had been 
asked “because of utter want of ad- 
ministrative ability.”” No charges in- 
volving the integrity of Snook have 
been made.

RED CROSS RUSHES MEDICAL CORPS 
TO FLOODED AREA TO STOP DISEASE 


Damage at Elba Estimated Above Three Mil- 
lions; Flomaton Regains Normalcy; Brew- 
ton in No Immediate Danger; Montgomery 
Reports Alabama at 57 Feet and Still Rising.

' Albany, Ga., March 16.—(Spe- 


cial.) —-South Georgia, thrice rav- 
aged by its turbulent rivers and 


creeks in the last month, tonight 
was battling what threatens to be 
one of the worst floods in its his- 


tory. 

Here and to the south the tempes- 
tuous Flint river, every spring a men- 
ace to farmers and residents of low- 
lying sections, was far beyond its 
banks for the third time since Febru- 
ary 15, with its tributaries, Kincha- 
fonee and Muckalee creeks, also were 
inundating wide stretches of low-lying 
lands, taking a heavy property toll 
and threatening to sweep away de- 
serted small homes along their banks 
while to the north and west in and 
about Columbus the rampant Chatta- 
hoochee having drained half of north 
Georgia after four days of almost in- 
cessatit rain was receding slowly, hav- 
ing reached a stage of 53 feet, sur- 
passing the record-breaking flood of 
1919, doing untold damage to sections 
of the business and residential dis- 
tricts and threatening to wipe out 
row after row of small homes lying 
close to its banks. 

Fimt Reaches 32 Feet. 

D. W. Brosnan, chief of Albany’s 
fire department, announced ~- tonight 
that the Flint river here had reached 
the 32-foot stage and still was rising 
rapidly with a crest of 37 feet or even 
higher expected tomorrow. 

The inhabitants of Newton, 20 
miles south of here, who fled a less 
serious flood only three weeks ago, 
again have taken to the hilltops. The 
city once more is practically all under 
water and a veritable avalanche ex- 
pected after the crest is passed here 
tomorrow. 

Flood waters here as high, prob- 
ably higher, than those of 1925, ap- 
peared certain tonight as the Flint 
continued to drive far beyond its 
banks and great torrents of rain wa- 
ter from upstate began to come in.

J. D. Burgess, a farmer, and his 
four-year-old son drowned in floods 
that swept their wagon from a bridge 
in to the river near there. A second 
son in the wagon grabbed a limb and 
was rescued by an unidentified man 
who brested the swiftly flowing cur- 
rents to bring the body to land. 

Fort Gaines, Ga., was added to the 
towns submerged, the Chattahoochee 
river inundating lower sections of the 
city and flooding the city pumping 
While no lives had been lost, 
flooding the water plant created a seri- 
ous condition. The river at Fort 
Gaines was the highest in the mem- 
ory of living inhabitants and threat- 
ened to carry out a new highway 
bridge.

“Some of the many splendid 
progressive cities which have 
high schools are Rochester, Columbus, 
| Houston, Detroit, St. Louis, Grand 
Rapids. Los Angeles. Tampa, 
nah. Richmont. Fort Worth, 
Diego and Washington, PD, C. And 
ithere has never been but one cits 
i'which had adopted junior high schools 
that has reversed itself and gone back 
to the traditional system. 

“Our. present superintendent ap- 
proves junior high schools, and his im- 
mediate predecessor rec ‘ommended their 
establishment, as is shown by the rec- 
ords of our board of education. 

“Of course, I am not saying that all 
educators are in favor of junior high 
schools. Some are not. Not all edn- 
cators could be expected to agree on 
anv one thing. 

“T can see, for instance, how a sn- 
pervisor of secondary education in a 
state might prefer a 7-4 plan, 
reason that most of school systems wun- 
der his jurisdiction are country Sys- 
tems and small-town systems, where 
there would not be the same field for 
a junior high school as in the large 
cities,

the 8-4 plan in our Atlanta schools. 

At that time the eighth grade was 
| dropped for money-saving reasons. and

All of these 
things are just as vital to our peuple 
as taxes. A dollar that one has to 
pay for gasoline, or electric lights or 
street car fare, is just as real a dol- 
lar and is just as hard for the owner 
to make as the dollar he pays for 
taxes. But these friends of the ‘dear 
people’ never come to their defense on 
any question but taxes. “Taxes is a 
very small part of the average citizen's 
expenses, when compared “with 

whole living expenses. It is not 
taxes that is breaking the back of the 
average taxpayer. It is other things. 

Tax Attitude Hit. 

“These critical friends of ours, how- 
ever, are perfectly willing for sales 
taxes and consumption taxes, and liv- 
ing expenses to mount sky-high be- 
cause these kinds of taxes cost them 
no more than they cost the poor man 
and the man of modest means. But 
any kind of a tax that is levied upon 
a man in proportion to thé property 
he possesses or to his ability to pay, 
is at once attacked, And yet that %s 
the basis of all right taxation. amount 
of property and ability to pay. And 
all the functions of the government. in- 
cluding public schools and roads, 
Should be financed in this way, by ad 
valorem and income taxes and bonds. 

“A- very interesting discussion of 
these chief critics of ours, 
magnificent country homes, of their 
value, and what they return them for 
taxes recently came out in the Colum- 
bus Enquirer-Sun and was reprinted 
in the DeKalb New Era. It is good 
reading. It shows how unselfish these 
‘small home owners’ are. 

“[ am a great admirer of Reuben 
Arnold, and his good friend.

Collection offices throughout’ the 
country were not attempting to make 
a tabulation of the eurrent totals, but 
in response to Washington instrue- 
tions, were rushing their receipts into 
banks, since the treasury technically

By the latest available figures, 
which showed the condition of receipts 
at the close of business March 15, in- 
come tax payments for the month were 
running about $5,400,000 ahead of re- 
ceipts to the same date last year.

The government communique on the 
evacuation came after a day filled 
with unconfirmed rumors that the 
rebels were withdrawing before the 
close approach of the federal troops 
from the east.

Rise in Rediscount Rate 
Fails To Materialize

New York, March 16.—(/)—Bullish 
activities in the stock market, which 
have been kept in restraint for the 
past six weeks by the federal reserve 
authorities’ efforts to curb the growing 
volume of brokers’ loans, were resumed 
on a broad scale this week when the 
predictions of higher discount rates 
failed to materialize, and loans showed 
a small shrinkage in volume. 


A flood of buying orders descended 
on the market in the closing days of 
the week, lifting scores of issues to 
the highest prices ever recorded, and 
sending the Associated Press index of 
50 leading industrials to the highest 
level in its history. The demand for 
stocks was influenced by the relative 
ease of call money, which was inci- 
dental to the heavy accumulation of 
funds here in anticipation of mid- 
month dividend and interest disburse- 
ments and federal income tax pay- 
ments, and by a large quota of favor- 
able trade news. 

Despite the marked revival in bull- 
ish operations, fears of a _ further 
credit stringency and a drastic shake- 
out in stock prices are still entertained 
in many quarters. One of the first 
effects of the high money rates on 
business has been the decrease in 
building construction in February. 

Other basic industries, such as the 
steel, copper, automotive and public 
utility, have not yet been adversely 
affected. 

Radio shares were the spectacular 
features of the market as the time drew 
near for the elimination of radio old 
stock from the stock exchange list, 
that issue was marked up in spectacu- 
lar fashion to a new high record for 
all time at $538 a share, which con- 
trasts with a low of $85.25 last year, 
and a low of $368 last week. The 
stock has never paid a dividend. Ra- 
dio new stock, five shares of which 


were exchanged for each share of old, 
was marked up to a new high record 
at $107.87 1-2 on a tremendous turn- 
over. The advance took place in the 
face of repeated denials of a Radio- 
Western Union merger, apparently be- 
ing based on the belief that the cor- 
poration would amass tremendous prof- 
its over the next few years through 
its various amusement enterprises as 
well as through the development and 
expansion of its communications busi- 
ness, 

Motor shares moved forward in re- 
sponse to steadily increasing sales and 
production, which are running well 
above a year ago. General Motors 
new stock moved into new high ground. 
although some selling came into the 
coppers on the belief that recent ad- 
vances in the price of the red metal 
would curtail consumption, the group 


} generally gained ground with Kenne- 


cott the leader. 

Steel shares were heavily bought on 
reports that mill output was practical- 
ly at capacity, and on the announce- 
men of several large new construc- 
tion projects. Bethlehem, which is 
expected to profit handsomely from 
new bridge and cruiser contracts, sold 
at the highest price since the war. 

Vil attracted a large following on 
the belief that the new national ad- 
ministration was committed to a pol- 
icy of conservation and by the drop 
in crude oil | porosncry last week and 
the reports of progress on pending cur- 
tailment plans. Consolidation and 
stock split-vp rumors stimulated the 
demand for the publie utilities. 

The railroad shares were rather 
quiet despite the excellent character 
of recent traffic and earnings state- 
ments. Traders apparently are await- 
ing the U. S. supreme court decision in 
the St. Louis & O'Fallon case and 
an outline of the policy of the Hoover 
administration on consolidation plans 
before extending their commitments in 
those issues.

FORD OF CANADA SUARS 


$349 A SHARE TOS, 190 


New York, March 16.—(#)—Ford 
Motor Company of Canada common 
stock today soared up $349 a share to 
a new high record at $1,150 on the 
New York Curb Market, following an- 
nouncement last night by directors of 
2 proposed 20 for 1 stock split-up.

DEMAND FOR STEEL

New York, March 16.—(4)}—Steel 
mills the past week were again re- 
ported to be operating at practically

All applications must be in 
the custodian general's office three 
weeks from day of award, as her books 
will close October 15, so remember if 
you want crosses for November 11 
order before that date; croses $1 each, 
which must accompany application.

D. Dimmock, Waycross; chairman 
Jefferson Davis highway, and Miss 
Emma Farr, of West Point, have 
been working out a plan for highway 
' planting in cooperation with the state 
highway board and have already made 
a beginning; but the recent heavy 
rains having seriously delayed our 
i spring planting, we would advise that 
as it is now so late that you begin 
to make plans for fall planting. Also 
that you wait until the roads are 
paved before you start .your work 
with the highway engineers, who will 
be able to help you, for we must de- 
pend on them to help us with the care 
and protection of the trees after they 
are planted. 

“Be sure to secure the cooperation 
of all other organizations, This work 
is big enough for us all to have a 
part in. You know dogwood and crepe 
myrtle have been decided on for the 
Jefferson Davis highway. Begin now 
to root crepe myrtle. We find so 
many deep cuts along the roads that 
we think the Dorothy Perkins and 
other rambler roses would be lovely 
to plant at the top of these and 
let them run down and cover the red 
banks with the beautiful blossoms and 
bright green foliage. Trees must be 
planted 16 feet from the edge of the 
paving and 50 feet apart, the shrubs 
in between.

State Historian 


Answers Questions 


On Official Page 


Mrs. Kirby Smith Anderson, his- 
torian of Georgia division, U. D. C., 
issues the following data relative to 
the history corner, under the caption, 
“Answers to Requests Made to the 
Historian.” 

How long have we had a Historian 
General? 

Answer. One of the objects laid 
down in the constitution adopted by 
the Daughters of the Confederacy in 
Nashville, September 19, 1894 was the 
importauce of -having correct, fair, 
and unbiased history taught in the 
southern schools. At the -Baltimore 
convention when the general U. D. C. 
met in 1897, the first committee on 
history was appointed with Mrs, 
James; Conner, of Charleston, as chair- 
man. ‘This committee made its first 
report at IIot Springs, Ark... in 1898, 
and recommended for use in the 
schools the histories of Dr. William 
Jones, “The Three Lee Histories,” and 


(the history by Miss Field. The. scope 
‘and dignity of the work became so im- 


portant that a demand was made to 
create the office of historian general. 

Mrs. J. Enders Robinson, of Rich- 
mond, Va., was elected to the office 
of historian general, 1898, and during 
her three years service accomplished 
much for the advancement of the 
work. She proposed the system of 
U. D. C. exchange libraries in order 
to preserve Confederate history; the 
mottoes for the inspiration of histori- 
eal workers, “Let every State pre- 
serve its own Confederate History,” 
and, “Loyalty to the truth of Con- 
federate History’’—this last we for- 
mally adopted as our motto. 

Many valuable papers, pamphlets, 
and manuscripts were saved during 
her term. She successfully arranged 
and conducted three historical eve- 
nings at the general convention. This 
became the outstanding evening of the 
conventions. Each division elected a 
historian to correspond and serve in 
collecting and compiling Confederate 
history. From 1898 to 1929 the fol- 
ha a have served as historian gen- 
eral: 

Miss Mildred Rutherford, Athens, 
Ga., 1911-1916. 

Mrs. S. E. F. Rose, West Point, 
Miss., 1916 (died in office and Mrs. 
Grace M. Newbill, Pulaski, Tenn., 
filled her unexpired term). 

Mrs. Charles R. Hyde, Chattanooga, 
Tenn., 1917-1919. 

Mrs. A. A. Campbell, Wytheville, 
Va., 1919-1922. 

Mrs St. John A. Lawton, Charles- 
ton, S. C., 1922-1925. 


Mrs. John L. Woodbury, Wouis- 


| ville, Ky., 1925-1928. 


Miss Marion Salley, Orangeburg, 
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During Miss Rutherford’s term of 
office her addresses delivered at the 
general conventions were published in 
pamphlet form, and programs for his- 
torical study were founded on these 
addresses—“The South in the Build- 
ing of the Nation,” “Wrongs of His- 
tory Righted,” “Historical Sins of 
Omission and Commission,” “The Civ- 
ilization of the Old South.” Seventy 
volumes of collected history from the 
entire general U. D. C. divisions and 
on various subjects pertaining to the 
south were placed in the Confederate 
Museum, Richmond, for reference. 
This was ‘typed in loose-leaf scrap 
books and the divisions contributing 
their own history furnished their bind- 
ing. Georgia has a volume in this 
collection. That has been preserved 
but we have none in our division for 
our own use. As only 400 pages were 
in a volume much had to be con- 
densed and complete history was ex- 
pected to be printed from the files in 
our division that had been sent in 
from each chapter. Let’s replace our 
Division History of the Confederacy 
and also U. D. C. chapter history, so 
that we can have it printed in vol- 
umes and preserved, 

Please give history of the Raines 
Banner as bestowed by the general 
DD. D: G2 


The first-history award for meri- 
torious history work was awarded in 
1912 during Miss Rutherford’s term 
of office. It was the Raines Banner. 
The Flag of Merit, or.the Raine Ban- 
ner. ‘To encourage interest in _his- 
torical. work, Mrs. L. H. Raines, of 
Savannah, Ga., in 1912, offered to the 
division which accomplished most in 
collecting and compiling historical rec- 
ords during the year a beautiful silk 
banner. The first presentation was 
made during the convention in Wash- 
ington in 1912, the Texas division be- 
ing the winner. The banner on that 
occasion was styled “The Flag of Mer- 
it,” since then it has been known 
as the Raines Banner, and is com- 
peted for annually. Many other 
prizes and trophies have been added. 
This year there are 16 prizes of- 
fered: 11 for essays written by a 
Daughter of the Confederacy and the 
other five for divisions, chapter and 
members. See the list of subjects.

Report to Official-Club Page 


Stewart D. Brown, of Roy- 
ston, state chairman of rural coop- 
eration, submitted the following re- 
port to the state executive board at 
the meeting held February 21 at the 
Atlanta Woman's club which will in- 
terest clubwomen. She said: 

“Your committee on rural coopera- 
tion submits the following’ report: 
This committee was first created early 
in the present administration. Its 
primary purpose is to aid the farm 
women in their work by organiza- 
tion for the enrichment of their own 
linesy and the greater development of 
their homes and communities. 
“My idea is first of all to make 

invoice or survey of our state. 
I believe we have 161 counties in 
Georgia and I am wondering how 
many of these counties have a coun- 
ty federation and are doing club work 
on the county unit plan. By that 
I mean lettin; their light shine all 
over the county. Using their com- 
mittees through the county as well 
as in the cities. The next step— 
wherever the counties are organized 
encourage ther: every way. And give 
their work all the state publicity you 
can and I will try to weave it into 
my work to inspire others. I think 
this rural cooperation is going to be 
advanced more by contagion than by 
auy other way. Hearing and seeing 
what others are doing will put the 
notion into some oth r county. Here 
is where we can be of untold help 
to our home demonstration agents. 
Likewise these agents can be of great

assistance to the county federation. 
In these counties where there are no 
home demonstration agents it should 


be the duty of the club or federation 
in that particular county to make 
every effort to secure one. I believe 
the object of rural cooperation is to 
try also to bring any or all the con- 
structive forces in the county closer 
together. 

“The rural woman and the urban 
club woman, and the rural church and 
the rural school and the urban educa- 
tional forces. How I wish we could 
do something to revive the rural 
church. But that will come _ only 
after a new community spirit. has 
been created.” 

Efforts to interest and organize all 
rural clubwomen in the work of the 
federation because of the help that 
both the federation and the rural 
women would derive from it is not a 
new work with the federated clubs 
as special efforts have been made 
along this line for some years and 
much has been accomplished, espe- 
cially in the western states. The 
present administration of the general 
federation has gone to work anew to 
enlist the cooperation and organiza- 
tion of the rural woman. The new 
chairmanship, ‘Rural Cooperation,” 
was added by Mrs. A. H. Brenner, 
state president, to the list of Georgia’s 
activities as soon as the general fed- 
eration chairman was announced and 
was the first state to appoint a chair- 
man. 


Mrs. Ozburn Made Chairman 
Of Pre-School and Kindergarten 


Mrs. Charles P. Ozburn, chairman 
of the pre-school and kindergarten di- 
vision, department of education for 
fifth district Georgia Federation of 


Women’s clubs, issues the following 
statement in regard to the program 
and purpose of her division of the 
federation : 

* ‘How ean I build character in my 
child?’ is a query thousands of par- 
ents are asking all the time. ‘The 
answer comes, by inculcating good 
health and moral habits and by en- 
couraging the child in every. possible 
way to learn the simple rules of life 
—obedience, truthfulness, fairness, un- 
selfishness, kindness to others, ete. To 
implant these seeds of character, par- 
ents—particularly mothers—need all 
the help that child study specialists 
can bring them, as well as knowledge 
and experience of other parents; and 
they need to give out as well as to 
receive. Two splendid avenues of help 
are offered in the pre-school associa- 
tion and the kindergarten. The pre- 
school association, as its name im- 
plies, is to prepare the child for ef- 
fective work when it reaches the 
grade school, and is a definite organ- 
ization with an entity of its own 
to. assist parents in becoming ‘educat- 
ed’ for their jobs! 

Child’s Garden. 

“The kindergarten—‘child’s garden’ 
—is where little flowers of humanity 
are offered an opportunity to blossom 
into the lovely plants God intended 
them to be—not, like Topsy, to ‘just 
grow up, sometimes into veritable 
weeds! The pre-school association, 
in line with modern educational meth- 
ods, and the desire on the part of 
parent to further the physical, men- 
tal, moral and spiritual interests of 
their children, has gained a_ great 
foothold over the country. The move- 
ment, arising from the desire of a 
Georgia woman, Mrs. Theodore W. 
Birney. to band mothers into circles 
to study the needs of the child, has 
for a number of years occupied a 
modest place in the organization of 
the Congress of Mothers and Darent- 
|Teacher associations; but so much 
‘value is now attached to the pre- 
‘school effort that other organtzations 
‘are urged to foster it, and among 
those volunteering to assist is the 
Georgia Federation of Women’s 
clubs, through individual clubs inter- 
ested in the welfare of mothers and 
children and in position to cooperate. 
There is no ‘duplication of effort’ 
here, for the pre-school association 1s 
simply assisted to ‘come into its own.’ 
Special committees on pre-school and 
kindergarten are being appointed by 
the clubs of the federation to cooper- 
‘ate with like committees in parent- 
iteacher organizations in encouraging 
the pre-school association; by invit- 
ing mothers of young children to join 
the existing associations; by putting 
on a pre-school and kindergarten pro- 
gram in the club, and in any other 
'way that is possible ‘advertising’ and 
promoting the pre-school association 
the kindergarten movement. 
Where there is no pre-school associa- 
tion in the community, the pre-school

“Several~clubs in the fifth district 
have. signified desire to cooperate in 
this work and have asked for pro- 
grams of work, which are being sent 
out by Mrs. Charles P. Ozburn, chair- 
man of the preschool and kindergar- 
ten division, department of education, 
fifth district. ‘The child study spe- 
cialists of the Georgia State College 
of Agriculture, University of Geor- 
gia, Athens, are cooperating and may 
be appealed to for program material. 
Lists of helpful publications may be 
secured from a number of sources, in- 
cluding the Georgia library commis- 
sion, the state board of health,- the 
children’s bureau, department of la- 
bor, Washington, D. C., ete. Mrs. 
Ozburn asks pre-school and _ kinder- 
garten chairmen of the fifth district 
to communicate with her, 131 Forrest 
avenue, N. E., apartment 18, Atlanta. 


Part of School System. 


“The kindergarten is becoming more 
and more a part of the publie school 
system. Why? Because the first 
few years of-a child's life are the 
most impressionable, and the kinder- 
garten is the proper beginning of a 
child’s educational life. Statistics 
show that failures in the elementary 
grades are eliminated all the way from 
18 to 35 per cent where kindergarten 
training has been secured, and the 
child who receives kindergarten prep- 
aration is an asset to the community 
and to the school. P. P. Claxton, 
former U. S. commissioner of educa- 
tion, has long advocated the kinder- 
garten. Mr. Claxton says it is in- 
consistent to have compulsory educa- 
tion laws for certain school years and 
neglect to provide classes for two 
whole years which are as valuable 
educationally as any years in the 
child’s life. David Starr Jordan, 
chancellor emeritus of Leland Stan- 
ford Junior university, says ‘In the 
schools of today the future of the 
nation is written; and to the kinder- 
garten all higher schools must look 
for the initiative of their work. All 
other forms of ‘national defense’ 
dwindle into impertinent  insignifi- 
cance when compared with the train- 
ing of the children.’ 


“In Georgia many school systems 
already include the kindergarten in 
the curricula and are seeing the bene- 
fits therefrom; yet thousands of chil- 
dren are being deprived of this train- 
ing because of lack of interest and 4 
knowledge of this institution on the 
Where because of 
lack of funds the kindergarten has not 
vet been ineluded in the curricula of 
the public school, the movement 
should be encouraged by sending a 
petition signed by the parents or 
guardians of 25 or more children 
between the ages of four and six years 
to the board of education or board of 
trustees, asking that a kindergarten 
be maintained. A form for petition- 
ing may be secured from the chair- 
man of the pre-school and kindergar- 
ten division, Mrs. Charles P, Ozburn, 
131 Forrest avenue, N. E., apartment 
18; or from the field secretary of 
the National Kindergarten associa- 
tion, Mrs. George C. Ingram, Dublin, 
Ga.

Mrs. Baugh’s Article. 


Mrs. Robert Baugh, of Smyrna, a 
past president, wrote the following 
article which won the prize for the 
club, and added the sum of $5 to 
the fund to build a log cabin club- 
house. It was the community service 
plan submitted for the Woman’s Com- 
peaien approval, and read as fol- 
ows: 


“Hello, folks! Come with me out 
from Atlanta (down in dear ole Geor- 
gia), cross the Chattahoochee into 
Cobb, and just eleven miles along the 
new Kennesaw Memorial drive, or 
Atlanta-Marietta road, better known 
as the Dixie highway. You will find 
‘Springhill’ a quiet little village of 
about twelve homes. Five years ago 
Springhill organized a Woman's club 
with the one idea of making Spring- 
hill beautiful and a better place to 
live. Our road was not paved. We 
had street car service into Atlanta 
every hour and had had for more 
than twenty years, but it had never 
occurred to the officials of Atlanta 
Northern railroad that we _ should 
have lights along the line as safety 
first in boarding cars, or finding one’s 
way home in the dark. We used kero- 
sene lights in our homes because our 
power line would have to come down 
from Smyrna at a cost of $1,000. 
Really we were nearly off the map, 


the 


and yet just eleven miles from busy, 
growing Atlanta. 


Had No Money. 
“We had no money, but decided 
to ask for a few things. First, our 


road committee presented a strong pe- 
tition signed by property owners along 
the way, followed it up and did much 
to hasten the completion of a widen- 
ed paved highway given by our coun- 
ty. Next our light delegation called 
on the Power company in Atlanta in 
regard to lights at our car stops in 
‘Springhill.’ Being assured that the 
company could not possibly afford 
this, and that it would be many years 
(probably never) that lights could be 
placed on this line. We didn’t mean 
to give up or burn tallow candles 
either, so we called again, this time 
getting promise of lights installed at 
a cost to us of $43 each and $10 main- 
tenance each per year. The contract 
was signed and very soon (after a 
rummage sale, ice cream party, etc.), 
the first two lights along our county 
road were burning brightly, $53 worth 
each in ‘Springhill.’ Just one year 
later Atlanta Northern installed lights 
at their stops from Atlanta, Ga., to 
Marietta, Ga., a distance of twenty 
miles, making a beautiful white way, 
as it were, where nothing but dark- 
ness had been. 


Shelter WN ‘eded. 


“Some times our cars run off sched- 
ule, as do most things electrical, and 
my how we did need a shelter in 
case of rain. However, this commit- 
tee was out of luck, at least, found 
little favor with Atlanta Northern, so 
we built a darling way-side rest, all 
our own. <A good friend in Bruns- 
wick sent Palmettos for the top and 
a Cobb county farmer-artist brought 
sturdy white oak for the frame, so 
we have an attractive shelter differ-. 
ent to any along our line. We gave 
a plant party one day and beautified 
our stations with lovely shrubs and 
flowering plants. Crepe myrtle of 
watermelon shade alternated with 
lobelia plants along the highway and 
car line through Springhill, a dis- 
tance of 2,500 feet. Last year we 
planted living Christmas trees to be ~ 
lighted during the happy Christmas 
season and burn quietly in ‘memory’ 


of all that is good.”

I was appointed 
chairman of the Georgia State banquet, 
which is head annually in the main dining 
room of the Willard hotel, and with the 
eapable and gracious assistance of Mrs. 
Wylie, Mrs. Pope, Georgia’s first and see- 
ond vice regents and Mrs. Frank Dennis, 
stete chairman, it was a work of love. 
Every day throughout the week new oppor- 
tunities and responsibilities were faced.

' bus centennial celebration in April and rep- 


resented the organization upon many occa- 
sions. In May an invitation was accepted

This magnificent structure 
so named to honor the builders of the 
federal constitution. This building is 
fast nearing completion, and awaits 
our coming to national congress next 
month. This unlike so many ideals has 
not lost its glamor in the process, 

It may be remembered that when 
these 13 colonies declared their inde- 
pendence of Great Britain they sev- 
ered the only tie that bound them to- 
gether, and they became instantly 13 
quivering, independent nations. These 
little 14 nations differed widely in 
origin, in habit, of thought, in re- 
ligious sentiment, and in industrial 
and commercal interest. They had 
only one craving in common, that was 
love of justice and liberty. To consoli- 
date these 13 different independent 
nations into one was the task to which 
our forefathers set themselves. But 
God ever has at hand men ready for 
the hour, and this group of signers 
who formed and fashioned the 1787 
convention were His prepared noble- 
men. Here both wisdom of age and the 
dash and courage of youth were rep- 
resented. When the end was reached 
and time to “sign on the dotted line” 
came, there were 39 delegates who had 
been in session 83 days, and had de- 
bated 300 hours in the red-hot sum- 
mer of 1787 in Philadelphia. Then for 
a brief moment all waited, none ven- 
tured, when Benjamin Franklin that 
man of marvel, with that matchless 
mind, calmly arose, stood for a mo- 
ment and made the most appealing 
speech ever heard by the assembly, 
blazing into a flame of perpetual gran- 
deur this federal constitution which 
stands today as a great, granite mon- 
ument whose foundation was laid so 
broad, so deep. 

Courage of Youth. 

I have already said that the dash 
and courage of youth was in that 
group, and [ repeat it, for Pinkney, 
of South Carolina, the youngest man 
there was first to catch the inspiring 
words of Franklin and with a pen of 
triumph wrote his name first.

Quite simply, the houses were raised 
while the people were living in them, go- 
ing. about their business, mixing drinks and 
spending easily. earned pennies. Then, 
within a few years, Chicago was partly 
burned down. Out of the ashes of the 
wooden buildings arose stone complexes, 
and the framework was soon set for the 
city of millions. In 1880 the population 
was 500,000, ten years later it was deubied 
and today it exceeds the three million 
mark. This is what can be called a direct 
forward march. The tempo throughout has 
been American. 


On approaching this tumultuous Baby- 
lon you get an idea of its gigantie pro- 
portions. New York shoots upward: 
Chicago spreads out over the plain. It is 
like a platter with overflowing brim. Where 
it has overflowed, houses have sprung up 
like mushrooms out of the soil. The suburbs 
seem endless. The train passes through a 
forlorn stone desert that never stops. Street 
after street, block after block, al) alike 
and all seemingly cast in the same meuld. 
Anything uglier, more uniform and more 
level would be hard to imagine. An im- 
personal grimy gray color dominates all. 
Over the roofs hangs a sky full of soot 
and smoke rising out of the omnipr.<cent 
factories. 

It is confusing the first time you behold 
the colossal arrangement of the widest 
thoroughfare in all the world—Michigan 
avenue. Along one side stands the parade 
of heaven-storming skyscrapers, none 
seeming to know which towers the highest. 
On the other side splashes a brown wat-- 
ery surface that, as far as size is con- 
cerned, might as well be the sea as Lake 
Michigan. Between, a flat passageway of 
some kilometer’s width, coursed by asphalt 
streets on which the motors roll. In the 
middie, traversed by a number of bridges, 
runs something that looks like a wide ditch. 
This is the railroad, sunk below the gen- 
eral level. Formerly the lake came farther 
in—nearly to where the skyscrapers now 
stand. A new shore line was built, the. 
tracks were sunk and new ground was 
formed beyond. So Michigan avenue, with 
its present imposing length and breadth, 
was created. , 

Some evening at sunset, if you happen 
to be strolling along Michigan avenue at 
a proper distance from the shore, you will 
gee a highly fantastic scene. As the colors 
over the lake slowly deepen from a rusty 
gold to grayish violet you can see the long 
row of skyscrapers opposite raise a jagged 
silhouette into the mists. The city turns 
its face toward the water. It is as if the 


_, giant Gluff Gluff were drawing his mouth 


into a broad grin showing all his sharp 
teeth of steel and concrete. 

New York has its down-town section 
where big business is concentrated. Chi- 
eago has its Loop.’ Here is the real 
witches’ cauldron. Here life seethes and 
blazes. Here street traffic re-echoes as in 
few places in all the world. The crossing 
ef State and Madison is said to surpass 
all others in this respect. Near by you can 
also see the amazing Methodist church on 
the top of a lofty heaven-stormer, erected 
here because, according to an old deed of 
gift, the site must hold a house of God, 
but now of such great vajue that it cannot 
be used alone for religious purposes. So 
one serves big business and meanwhile 
boasts of owning the world’s highest church. 
Only a stone's throw from heaven itself! 

In contrast to all this are the dark back 
alleys where daylight rarely penetrates, 
owing to the towering heights of the build- 
ings, and where all kinds of questionable 
dens flourish in secret—obscene theaters 
and motion picture houses, dance halls, 
saloons, gambling halls and opium dens. 
Attempts have been made to clean out 
these Augean stables with police raids and 
inspections. Evil merely gives way, disap- 
pears into the earth and rises anew as 
soon as the armored police cars have passed 
into the next district. What can one ex- 
pect of a three-million city with the unique 
atmosphere of Chicago? The crime statis- 
tics of the community are hair raising. 
Scarcely a night passes without one or 
more big crimes, murders, burglaries or 
holkd-ups—not to mention lesser crimes. 

In the city’s southern quarters is waged 
a daily battle for life or death in secret 
between the white race, which tries to re- 
tain its ‘footing, and the black, which 
pushes on with power and conquers one 
block after another. As soon as a build- 

ing is “colored” the rents drop and the 
price of the lots falls. Therefore one ties

somewhat terrifying, and in this situation 
one finds one explanation for the high 
crime statis\ics. 


In this modern Babylon you can meet, 
at a moment’s notice, scientists, thinkers, 
writers, artists, industrial magnates, sharp- 
ers, false counts, blackmailers, smugglers, 
ruined existences—in short, almost any 
category you wish. All find a haven-in the 
arms of this none too punctilious upstart. 
To all she gives refuge with the same open- 
heartedness. Through her they all have got 
or are waiting for the main chance of life. 
That it will. come some day all believe 
blindly. No one doubts. Chicago has so 
many possibilities. If one does not get rich 
by honorable means, then dishonorable 
means are at hand. 


Now it is chiefly sale of liquor that of- 
fers profits. Smuggling is carried on on 
a large scale. Distilling flourishes and 
smuggling has become a system. Bands 
operate according to the most modern 
methods with motor cars and airplanes and 
swift-going racers that hiss over the lake 
and bring secret cargoes from Canada. As 
protection they have both bombs and ma- 
chine guns. Many a savage joust has been 
fought with the police or in civil strife 
between the different organizations, which 
have divided the community into districts 


in which they operate. It is only necessary 
for some one to cross the boundary to sell 
a flash of whisky in a foreign district— 
and bang goes the shot. Rule of thumb 
warfare is carried on in the streets, which 
turn red with blood. Sometimes the police 
intervene, sometimes not. It is whispered 
that law and order are not so wholly un- 
receptive to a tip as might be desired. But 
so much is whispered in a city like Chicago. 


It is true, however, that the prohibition 
laws are the most unpopular of all—not 
only in Chicago, but in all of America. 
They lack the sanction of general public 
opinion, without which no law is secure. 
The dry laws are but a chimera that 
flashes on the surface. Deep beneath breeds 
rottenness, crime and disease—a canker- 
ing sore that will not be healed so long as 
enlightenment does not keep even pace 
with prohibition legislation. 

It would be hard to think of a more 
undemocratic law, since it offers the mil- 
lionaire possibilities for acquiring liquor 
while the poor man must do without or re- 
sort to stealing to satisfy his legitimate 
craving. Such a condition naturally creates 
discontent in wide circles and seems to con- 
torm poorly with liberal ideas of govern- 
ment. In a block where formerly there 
were ten legal bars there are now twenty

unlicensed saloons serving highly doubtful 
concoctions. Which is the better? America 
will probably never be wet again, but it 
will take a long time before it is dry. The 
start has been made at the wrong end. 

Wherever one goes in the wealthier 
homes, it is good form first of all to offer 
a drink and then boast a bit about how 
much the flask cost. A gay social existence 
is the prerogative of the few. On the whole, 
life in Chicago is more serious. Bitter real- 
ity in the form of a struggle for daily 
bread confronts you everywhere. To be 
sure, there is much boasting and bluffing 
—more perhaps than elsewhere—but at the 
same time work is carried on under ex- 
treme high pressure. 

You get a vivid impression of this as 
you go into any of the large business es- 
tablishments—banks, department stores or 
the most modest of offices. You sense the 
dawning of something unknown as world 
market, world production and world fi- 
nance. Chicago is like a spider in its net, 
with threads extending to the ends of the 
world. Wherever something is in the mak- 
ing—pop! and out goes a ‘“feeler’ to de- 
termine whether there may be a market 
for the products or a new field of activity 
for the zeal for expansion and enterprise. 
Chicago makes a great noise, for it knows 
that the one that shouts the loudest finally 
gets shouted about. In spite of its youth 
it is no longer the shy lad, but a full- 
fledged mountebank that calis out its 
“pass opp” to whomever it may be. 

In some ways Chizago is 100 per cent. 
I have seen it in the autumn and the 
spring, in rain and snow and sunshine, al- 
wavs with a sensation that it is a sort of 
synthesis of the most American in America. 
Both for good and ill. If New York is the 
head, then Chicago is the heart. Not a 
warm, compassionate mother’s heart, but a 
bleed-filled, powerful organ that creates 
impulses through its vitailty. In one way 
or another it always gets talked about, 
probably not so favorably, but still so that 
it can be heard. Heigho, Chicago! Some 
fine day you will have reached the goal] as 
Number 1 and left all the other rivals far 
behind. For showy advertising you will do 
almost anything at all, even at the risk of 
destroying some of your good reputation. 
You think more of the scope of your repu- 
tation than of its content. 

When I was there last, for instance, I 
talked with the broad shouldered, jovial 


’ Big Bill Thompson as he sat in his com- 


fortabie leather armchair at the city hall 
and chewed his cigars—the doctor had for- 
bidden him to smoke them. There was a 
suggestion of the unpolished diamond about 
the big man. He had the physique of a 
giant and the good nature of a child, which 
had not prevented him, in a recent cam- 
paign, frem ‘calling his opponents “scoun- 
drels, skunks, rats and left-handed Irish 
criminals.” Om such occasions one must 
net be fastidious about choice of words. 
He swore. too, that he would convert Chi- 
eago into the world’s most beautiful city, 
which was a bit reckless, considering its 
monumental ugliness, but the mighty words 
were bulwarked with good intentions. 

My last impression of Chicago came on 
a sunny October afternoon. A warm, cop- 
per colored Indian summer sky had spread 
its haze over Lake Michigan as our motor 
swiftly made its way past the city’s south- 
ern quarters. One of the most important 
football matches of the season was sched- 
uled. 

However barbaric tne Amesican game 
may seem to some one accustomed to the 
saner European rules, willy-nilly vou are 
carried along by the general enthusiasm— 
perhaps not so much by the events on the 
field itself as by the public. Enthuciasm, 
jubilation and interest know no bounds. 
You give vourself up to the intensity of 
the moment as your eves follow the ball 
up and down the field. Long afterward the 
hurrahs were ringing in my ears. There 
was something symbolical about them. 

Heigh, Chicago!—that war crv vou 
might place as a motto for the whole com- 
munity. Heigho, Babylon! If it is true that 
you are the city of meat packers and vil- 
lians and millionaires, you are at the same 
time much more: an expression of 100 per 
cent Americanism in its glory. Heigho, 
Chicago! One who has seen your skyscrap- 
ers set in your man-eating face, turned to- 
ward Michigan, felt the smell of blood from 
your slaughtering houses, sensed the pulse 
beats in your seething lige and been swept 
along by the jubilation of vour throngs, 
will never forget you. His voice biends 
with the chorus of a million others. if not 
to sing your praise, then at least to cry a 
final Heigho, Chicago!

=o} WAS a fortunate coincidence

The collector will reply by sending you 
a number of printed forms (1040A—Boyish, 
1040—Medium, and 1099—Stylish Stout) 
from which you select the one best suited 
to the figure of your income.

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- In Pursuit of Immorality 


How Much Truth Is There In the Ever-Appearing Reports of Outrageous Goings-On In Qur Women s 
Colleges? Do College Girls Smoke, Drink and Pet Promiscuously? Read 
This Frank Report of a Painstaking, Unbiased Investigation

WAS started on my mad pursuit 

4 of immorality—as a Wellesley girl 
mF called it—by several unusually 
=r 3 lurid statements which reached 
me about the modern college girl. 

I am accustomed to hearing such state- 
ments made and to taking the extreme 
with a grain of salt. I know that the 
person who is fed on tabloids, the movies 
and such musical shows as “The College 
Widow" of hallowed memory, and “Good 
News” of recent fame, thinks of college 
as the place where flaming youth flames 
hottest. I know that the average person 
leves to think the worst, and that it is 
as hard to keep one's tonguc out of a scan- 
dal as it is out of a hollow tooth. 


Moreover, we now possess so much half- 
baked pseudo-scientific knowledge and so 
many high sounding words in which to cx- 
press it that we are apt to transcribe 
everything into something perverted and 
indecent instead of viewing it as a normal 
manifestation of adolescence or changin: 
custom. 

But when I was informed by two abso- 
lutely unimpeachable witnesses that the 
president of one of our best-known col- 
leges for women had told them that 20 
per cent of the girls who came to college 
had had sex experience before thev came, 
I frankly admit that I sat right up and 
took notice. Should I believe it? The 
statement seemed incredible. Still there 
it was, apparently incontrovertible. 

I went with this statement to the oo!- 
lege president himself. He remembered 


perfectly the, conversation in which the 
statement was supposed to have been made, 
but what he had said—or had meant to 
say and thought he had said—was that 
according to the figures brought out by 
the investigations of Dr. Katherine Bement 
Davis, 20 per cent of the college women 
who had replied to her questionnaire had 
admitted sexual relations before miatri- 
mony. Shocking enough, if true, but as 
they referred to women from thirty to 
Sixty-seven years of age they can hardly 
be called an indictment of today’s college 
girl, or, Sinee there are no figures from 
non-coliege women with which to compare 
them, of her college mether or = grand- 
mother. 

So in this path my pursuit had ended 
in a biind alley. I followed others. I was 
fortunate enough to have contacts with 
several of the leading womens colleges ol 
the east. which allowed me the freest ac- 
cess to their records as well as to the per- 
Sons in position to give me a knowledge 
of the facts, an unpression of attitudes. I 
spent some time at these _— institutions: 
Wellesiey, Vassar, Smith, Mount Holvoke, 
Barnard, Radcliffe and Bryn Mawr. 

From this group, representative, as it 
is, of the city, countrv and suburban col- 
lege; covering, as it does, the institutions 
most iavered by the tabloids and the pop- 
ular magazines, I believe one can gener- 
alize about the wamen’'s college girl. I 
talked with the presidents and the deans, 
with the psychiatrists and the heads of 
residence, with the heads of student or- 


a 


ganization, with the rank and file. TI talk- 
ed with them indiviiually and collectively. 
I went through the official records. I am 
sure that I was not being shown Potem- 
kin's villages. 

The chief accusations against the coalleze 
pirl are on the one hand that she is bad- 
mannered, that she smokes and drinks and 
pets, and on the other hand that her 
cloistered life has led her into perversions 
Which until a few years ago were unknown 
to most of us. The mainstay of these ac- 
cusations are rumors such as the one with 
which we began. this article. I have taken 
the accusations one by one and investi- 
gated them. I have chosen the seemingly 
best-founded rumors and run them down 
to their beginnings. 

So far as the first accusation is con- 
cerned—that the gurls are a bad-mannered, 
lather rowdy lot, thoughtless. selfish. un- 
regardful of others—I can only savy that I 
did not.find them so; nor do those with 
whom thev are in constant contact feel 
that this is so. J] found them courteous 
and charming, not ib the stilted. formal 
way of an earlier generation, but in a 
thank, open, man-to-man sort of way, al- 
together delightful. 

It was easier to get definite iniormation 
about the accusations of smoking, drinking 
and petting. I did not need to trust to 
impressions, alihough thév teo are vaiu- 
able in revealing a girl's attitude. 

Smoking can hardly be called a moral 
question, despite the man who wrote [to 
Bryn Mawr, when i abolished its smok- 


ing rules, “There may be some good wom- 
en who smoke, but I have never seen one.” 
Several colleges, including Vassar, Rad- 
chife, Bryn Mawr, Barnard and Smith, 
have rules permitting smoking in certain 
social rooms, or in special parts of the 
campus. These rules have been made as 
a result of the resentment felt bv girls 
accustomed to smoking at home against a 
rule forbidding it in college. It is inter- 
esting to see how these rules have worked 
out. Only Bryn Mawr has statistics about 
it. Thev show that 50 per cent of the stu- 
cents smoke when they come to college. 
About 6 per cent of the seniors smoke, 
making an increase in this college with a 
senior class of ninety, of twelve girls in 
four years—surelvy no more than * would 
have learned to smoke had thev been out- 
side of college during those vears. Of 
these girls there is only on who smokes 
enough to give the celiege phvysican an. 
concern, and there are only eight or mine 
ot the 500 students who smoke more than 
four cigarettes a day. It would be inter- 
esting to see how statistics of eirls in the 
ame strata ol society outside the colleves 
compared with these 

In the other colleges where smokiny 
permitted, the facuity and students beheve 
that, while prebably not so many 
smoke when they come to celleve. the in- 
crease in smokers and the amount smeked 
is no greater than at Bryn Mawr At 
Wellesley and Mount Helyake, where smok- 
ing is forbidden, there are undeubiediy 
giris who smoke seeretiy, but Ue auther- 
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ties do not have a disproportionate amount: 
of trouble on this account. 

It is interesting to know that practically 
none of the protests which reached the col- 
leges when they decided to permit smok- 
ing were from people of culture or educa- 
tion. Many of them were couched in such 
language that one college president said 
She would not have known what it meant 
had she not done a graduate report on 
Pompeian wall inscriptions. 

The slight attention which the college 
and student government authorities find 
it necessary to devote to problems arising 
from drink would disappoint greatly those 
who have formed their opinions from pop- 
ular magazines which illustrate’ articles 
carrying statistics to the. contrary, with 
pictures of college girls holding raised 
glasses and boys with hip flasks. Out of 
the 3,300 students in the seven colleges vis- 
ited, there have been less than twenty cases 
of drinking brought up in the last three 
years. The large majority of those accus- 
ed were freshmen who had not been in 
college long enough to come under the 
college influence for either good or ill. 


None of the college students interviewed 
had actually seen any drinking at college, 
although many of them had heard that 
there was some. Without exception they 
felt that the girls they knew outside of 
college drank a great deal more than the 
college girls did, largely because they went 
out socially so much more, and it was ex- 
pected of them. Many of them said they 
took cocktails at parties at home, but they 
all agreed that they would not knowingly 
drink enough to be affected by it. Nor 
would any of them invite to the college 
proms men who had reputations for drink- 
ing excessively, if for no other reason than 
that it would be too embarrassing. 


. Still the drinking stories persist. At one 
of the colleges some girls returning home 
one night made more noise than usual. 
The neighbors complained to the authori- 
ties that they had been drinking. A thor- 
ough investigation was made and not the 
slightest evidence was found to support the 
complaint. ~ Yet the neighbors persist in 
Saying that the college girls drink, and 
quote this story as evidence. 

A reporter called up the dean of another 
institution to say that he had just learn- 
ed that three intoxicated students were 
at the moment in a: nearby police sation 
with the boys with whom they had been 
automobiling. Before an_ investigation 
could be instituted, the students themselves 
called up from the station to say that they 
had been in an accident, that they had been 
coming back to college with the brother of 
one of them when a car driven by a drunk- 
en man had run into their machine. 
Naturally thev had all been taken to the 
station house, whence the girls had imme- 
diately called up the college. They arrived 
soon after, neither they nor the boys show- 
ing the slightest sign of having drunk any- 
thing. Another newspaper published the 
incident in a most sensational and mis- 
leading form, thus helping along the opin- 
ion that “all college girls drink.” 

Petting, which according to Sherwood 
Eddy’s forthcoming book, “Sex and 
Youth,” “can be anything from the purest 
expression of affection of an engaged 
couple to promiscuous handling where 
there are no limits.’ would be one of the 
hardest things imaginable to trace. 

But it is possible to ascertain some of 
the views of young people about this much 
talked of custom of modern youth and 
form one’s own conclusions. In this as in 
other things. however, we must judge them 
not by the standards of another time and 
generation, but by the standards of their 
own time; we must compare them, not with 
their mothers and their grandmothers, but 
with her conferes of 
outside the college walls. 

While a number of the college girls said 


the some social strata 


that they would pet mildly with a very 
gpood boy friend or one whom they espe- 
cially liked, they were practically agreed 


that they would not pet promiscuously, nor 


did they believe that promiscuous petting 
is common among college girls. They felt 
that it is much more common among the 


girls they Know on the outside, largely be- 


cause those girls have not so many things 
to talk about. so manv interests in common 
with the boys thev go out with and be- 
Cause thev attend more parties and are 
more interested in that side of life than 
the college girls. Thev felt that this is not 
necessarily proof of a difference in stand- 


ards. but of a difference in interests 
Also thev feel that it is a matter of habit. 
There is a passage in the Talmud which 


reads. “Commit a sin twice. and thou wilt

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think it quite allowable.” The girls believe 
that they pet less strenuously partly be- 
cause they have so little time for it that 
they are not dulled to the thrills provided 
by its milder forms, and partly because, not 
indulging so much, they still have a sense 
of wrong about going beyond moderate 
limits. 


Dr. Beatrice Hinkle, one of 
pspchoanalysts of the country, 
ferent reason for holding the same view- 
point. She says, “Girls in colleges are, in 
no matter how slight a degree, trained to 
a certain amount of inteHectual activity, 
and that intellectual activity and occupa- 
tion, with the atmosphere of the college in 
contradistinction to a purely social atmos- 
phere, makes the difference. It is the re- 
sult of her environment and special con- 
ditions.”

At all the colleges, however, there have 
been cases of girls who have kissed and 
told, even of some who have told and not 
kissed. There was one freshman who 
compensated to herself for lack of atten- 
tion by telling in increasingly vivid details 
the story of afternoons spent with an 
imaginary admirer. Finally these _ tales 
reached the ears of an upper classman, 
who felt that the authorities responsible 
for the girl should be notified. They in- 
that she had been 
spending the afternoons of her lurid tales 
in the library of the adjoining town. 
Nevertheless, the college felt . that she 
would be better off under the suprevision 
of her parents. She is at home now, 
probably regaling an open-mouthed home 


town with stories of the wif life at col- 
lege. 

While the cases of girls whe have kissed 
and told which have come to the authori- 
ties are so few as to be practicaliy negli- 
gible, it interesting to note how alike 
they are in their underlying causes. In 
almost all cases they are of freshmen who 
have looked forward to college as an es- 
cape from an overstrict home or boarding 
school, or who have been persuaded that 
one must be a bit sophisticated to be col- 
legiate. 

The indiscretions of a girl of the first 
type came to the ears of the authorities 
of a certain institution a year or so ago, 
and she was suspended. She was so gen- 
uinely repentant, however, that the college 
agreed to take her back conditionally, un- 
der severe restrictions. Her parents were 
notified, and her father came up from the 
south in a rage that had increased steadily 
through all the long iot hours of his trip 
north. The dean asked him if he had 
mitted his daughter to go out with 
at home. 


‘“What?” he shouted, 
prohibition?” 

It took a great deal of patience to per- 
suade him that it would have been better 
to give his daughter some freedom acd 
teach her how to use it, and so to put him 
in a sufficiently humble state of mind to 
meet her without committing murder. 

The proprietor of a hotel in one of the 
college towns learned one day that a young 
man and girl were occupying a room in his 
hotel. He questioned them both, and the

“in these days 
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young man finally said that the girl was 
a college student. On demand he gave a 
name and address for her. The proprietor 
immediately telephoned the college. They 
had a student of that name, but she was 
‘at that very moment attending a _ class. 
Further investigation revealed that the 
young woman was employed in the adjoin- 
ing mill town. 


It will be surprising to those who have 
been fed on stories of this sort to know 
that in the last three years less than half 
a dozen of the 8,300 girls in the seven col- 
leges have been expelled because of sexual 
immorality—surely a remarkably low per- 
centage in this cavorting old world. Of 
course, these figures do not cover the cases 
of girls whose behavior is dubious, girls 
who are spared the humiliation of expul- 
sion by a suggestion from the authorities 
that they do not return after the term or 
the vacation. 


Moreover, these figures can cover only 
cases that have come to the attention of 
the authorities. We can no more make 
definite asSertions based on them than we 
can be sure of the morals of our best 
friends. Still, in the women's colleges, 
where girls are expelled for acts that would 
not cause the staidest professor of a man’s 
college to turn a hair, they would surely 
seem to prove that there ts no general 
overt sex indulgence. 

One of the interesting things brought 
out in tracking down rumors was the dis- 
covery that many of them orizinate in 
tales told to wide-eyed freshmen by wag-

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S-) RANCIS DRAKE is one of the 
é) ud most picturesque figuies in Eng- 
EES | lish history. Fearless, but yet 

cautious; loyal to his queen, but 

never reckoning honor as a quality essen- 
tial in dealing with enemies. He was a 
hero, a pirate, a brigand of the seas. But 
he plundered only Spaniards and Portu- 
guese. Because these were the enemies of 
his queen? Well, that would be a good 
explanation, if it weren't for the circum- 
stance that they weren’t his queen’s ene- 
mies at the time of his plundering. Why 
then? A truthful answer will do as well 
as any. He plundered the Spaniards chief- 
ly, and the Portuguese now and again, be- 
cause*the Spaniards had most of the treas- 
ure and the Portuguese had the rest. 

In other words, Drake was out after loot, 
and he got it where he could. He was a 
great pirate, and a great pirate is no mean 
figure in sea history. Later, when Spain 
and England actually went to war, Drake 
played a gallant part in the defeat of the 
Spanish Armada, although his part in that 
great drama has been somewhat overwrit- 
ten by his admirers. Drake was not in 
command of the English sea 
went out against the Armada. He played 
his part well, however. The real credit 
for the defeat of the Armada, of course, 
goes to a great gale, as all students of 
naval history know. But Drake was never 
recreant. He liked a fight, and he knew 
how to fight in an age when fighting was 
a great exercise of and for itself. 

Then, too, there is this explanation of 
Drake’s eagerness to rob Spanish galleons. 
Spain had obtained a stranglehold on the 
wealth of the western world by Columbus, 
under the Spanish flag. Undoubtedly, 
Spain was entitled to something as just 
recompense for having made a gesture of 
enterprise and faith-in the great discoverer. 
But to see Spain monopolizing the supply 
of gold from the west was maddening to 
the English, and it. was, to say the least, a 
bit thick. 

After Drake’s first voyage to America on 
a slaving and freebooting expedition with 
his uncle, John Hawkins, the young man 
could not rest until he should be able to 
go back with his own expedition, however 
small and unpretentious. He felt sure that 
he could capture some of that gold and 
bring it back to England, where gold was 


so badly needed. He had observed that 
the treasure galleons were not very well 
guarded, and he had heard tall tales of 
how the treasure was brought over the 
mountains of the isthmus, from Panama to 
Nombre de Dios and Cartagena ‘or Car- 
thagena, as it was sometimes spelled). 


In 1569, when Drake was in his early 
twenties, he married Mary Newman, near 
the town of Plymouth. The following year 
he made’ a voyage with two. ships, the 
Dragon and the Swan, to the American 
coast, and next year he made another voy- 
age, this time taking only the Swan. It is 
to be presumed that there was good finan- 
cial backing for both these trips, and, judg- 
ing by the secrecy that attended both ven- 
tures, it is a good guess that Queen Eliza- 
beth herself was the angel. 


Drake's first really romantic expedition, 
of the sort that hero tales are made of, 
was undertaken in 1572. He had two ships, 
the Swan and the Pasha, himself in com- 
mand of the latter vessel and his brother 
John commanding the other. He sailed 
from Plymouth, again amply — financed, 
with the announced intention of capturing 
Nombre de Dios and bringing back its 
hoard of Spanish gold to Plymouth. 

On one of the earlier expeditions, Drake 
had buried a goodly supply of food and 
supplies on the American shore, beside a 
little land-locked bay which appeared to 
have been unvisited by man prior to this 
time. Into this haven the Swan and Pasha 
sailed, to get ready for the attack upon 
the tres —=e« town. 

On a tree fronting the tropical wa er was 


forces that 


a rucely scrawled sign, in English: “Fran- 
cis Drake, this place hath been bewrayed.” 

“Bewrayed” was early English for be- 
trayed, and the sign indicated that some 
of the Indians who had helped Drake bury 
the supplies had betrayed the location ta 
the Spaniards, and that one friend re- 
mained to warn the freebooter of his dan- 
ger. The friend, investigation proved, was 
another pirate, John Garrett, with whom 


Drake had made acquaintance on one of 


his earlier expeditions. 

While setting up some small rowboats, or 
pinnaces, that he had brought along in 
knocked-down condition, Drake was joined 
by another freebooter of the Main, Cap- 
tain James Ranse, who offered to lend a 
hand in the attack upon Nombre’ de Dios 
for a fair share of the spoils. Drake agreed, 
but soon afterwards learned from Indians

arrival of the plate fleet which was to take 
the year’s treasure crop back to Spain. The 
men were for taking as much of the silver 
as they could carry and departing for their 
boats. 

Right here was disillusionment for the 
adventurers. They had come clear across 
the ocean and through many hardships 
and some dangers, for treasure. 
treasure. 


Here was 
But they couldn't carry it all 
away. At best, a man couldn’t be expected 
to carry more than two of these bars all 
the way back to the boats. 

Some hasty figuring was done, in the 
shelter of the governor’s house, while the 
Spaniards were gathering for a new de- 
fensive attack. Even if a man carried only 
two of these bars, he would not be much 
good with his arms. There were seventy- 
three of them, but it would be vain to ex-

that the town was expecting the attack, 
and had sent to Panama for Spanish sol- 


diers. Drake wasn't discouraged by this 
report. He merely determined to make 


the attack at once, so as to forestall fur- 
ther preparations by the Spaniards. 
oe a 
The attack upon Nombre de Dios was 
made with only seventy-three men, Francis 
Drake at their head. Ranse and the ships 
were left at Isla de Pinos, a small island 
outside the bay. Three pinnaces and a 
shallop carried the attacking party, which 
landed at the town in the night, and im- 
mediately met resistance. 
There was some fighting in the public 


square. The soldiers had not arrived from 
Panama, but such guard as there was took 
courage when it was evident that Drake's 
company was so small, and the bold com- 
mander of the pirates, leading his men in 
an attack upon the governor's house, was 
wounded. 


At the governor's house were found sev- 
eral handsome stacks of silver bars, depos- 
ited there for safe keeping, pending the 
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pect more than fifty of these to get back 
to the boats if they made no resistance to 
the Spaniards, but merely clung to their 
loot. What was to be done?- 


Francis Drake was leaning up against a 
wall, and apparently paying little atten- 


tion. He interrupter. 
“We'll not bother with the silver,’ he 
said. “Come on with me. We'll capture 


the treasury, and carry only 
with us!” 

But just as they started for the door, it 
was noticed that blood was running down 
the commander’s arm. The company be- 
came panicky, and some bolted outright, 
without silver or arms, running hot-foot 
for the boats. Others went with Drake to 
the treasury, but no sooner had they en- 
tered the building than Drake fainted from 
loss of blood. His followers picked him 
up and retreated with him to the boats. 


Thus ended the attack upon Nombre de 
Dios. Practically no treasure was gained, 
but the men did realize, after they were 
back in their ships, that it wasn't so diffi- 
cult to storm a lightly defended Spanish 
American town as they had supposed it 
might be.

Drake recuperated on an island at which 
a stop was made, while Ranse sailed away 
upon his own business.

The next adventure was an attempt to 
intercept a pack train bringing treasure 
across from Panama to Nombre. Drake 
was confident it could be accomplished. He 
had friends among the Cimmarones, a 
band of halfbreed natives, descended from 
Indians of the neighborhood mixed with 
blacks who had escaped from the Spanish 
towns. These Cimmarones acted as spies 
for Drake, and informed him that a treas- 
ure train was on the way across the moun- 
tains, escorting not only a great quantity 
of gold and silver, but also the governor 
of Panama and his daughter. This train, 
thought the doughty robber, ought to be a 
catch indeed. 

Drake took a hundred men, leaving the 
rest in charge of one of his brothers at an 
island port, and set off towards Panama, 
over the rough trail, with Indian guides. 

On a mountain top, after much labori- 
ous climbing, an Indian chief offered to 
This 
was on the twelfth day of the march, One 
of the members of Drake’s company, writ- 
ing about this dramatic scene, says: 

“Here was that goodly and great high 
tree, in which they had cut and made 
divers steps to ascend near the tup, where 
they had made a convenient bower, where- 
in ten or twelve men might easily sit; and 
from thence we might see the Atlantic 
ocean we came from, and the South At- 
lantic 


show Drake the two oceans at once. 


(Pacific) so much desired. 


“After our captain had ascended to this 
bower with the chief, and having. as it 
pleased God, a very fair day, had seen 
that sea of which he had heard such golden 
reports, he besought Almighty God of 
His goodness to give him life and leave to 
sail once in an English ship in that sea.” 


And so it came to pass. But not until 


many hardships and disappointments had 
been encompassed. 

The attack upon the treasure pack train 
failed. Everything was ready, and Drake's 
men were posted along the way in such 
concealed positions that they could have 
done great havoc with the train had they 
had been 
agreed. But there was one drunken Eng- 
lishman, wearing a white shirt, who was 
far along the line toward the _ direction 
from which the train was appearing, and 
this fellow needs must show himself near 
the road and shout a curse or two at the 
king of Spain, who happened to be far 
enough away on the other side of the 
ocean. The advance guards heard some- 
thing strange and suspicious, and thought 
they saw a white object disappearing in 
the brush... The train was halted and a 
few mules, lightly laden, were driven on 
ahead to test the situation. When the 
English fell upon these mules, the main 
pack train turned and retreated with a 
saft headway and a competent rearguard 
So this enterprise failed, as had the Nom- 
bre de Dios raid.

When He Slew “For Love” Zane Southern Lost His 
Wife as Well as Liberty—Coroner s Jury 
Found Him Justified In Defending 
“Sanctity of His Home” 


Pr HE tragedy about practically every 
E 4 so-called “love murder” is that, 
1G! 3. though it may be eminently satis- 
ie fying to the killer while it is being 
committed, the effects very soon wear off. 
An outraged husband, for instance, inflam- 
ed to murderous extremities, no doubt 
finds a certain joy in pumping bullets into 
@ man who has “violated the sanctity of 
his home.’ But the aftermath finds the 
husband cursing himself for a jackass. 

Sometimes he discovers that his wife 
wasn't worth all the shooting. 


Young Zane Southern, judging from all 
the evidence in the case, must have taken 
great satisfaction in shooting four bullets 
into R. E. Mack in Los Angeles. He be- 
lieved Mack was much too friendly with 
his wife, and when Mack inguired what 
he was going to do about it, Southern 
shot the man to death. 

But it was not long before the intoxica- 
tiontion of it all wore off. Southern woke 
up to find that he had not only lost his 
liberty, but his wife as well. She, a friv- 
olous, fluffy-haired child, made known her 
intention to sue for divorce even before the 
court passed sentence on its prisoner. 

An old, old story—the sort of thing that 
has been happening since time immemo- 
rial, in palaces as well as in huts and sub- 
urban homes, and among the most advanc- 
ed of people as well as among the most 
primitive. There have been many such 
women as Ruth Southern and many such 
men as her husband. 

Southern’s real name was Robert Smith. 


In the trial he testified that he changed 
name to Zane Southern because his 
mail was always going astray when sent to 
him under the name of Smith, but another 


possible reason developed when it became 
known that he had been convicted of a 
felony in Kimball, S. D., when he was 21 
years old.

He was asked if the charge was not as- 
sault and battery and he said he did not 
think so. Later he was asked if the crime 
didn’t take place in a schoolhouse with a 
school teacher and Southern replied, “it 
was a school teacher.” 


His marriage took place in Tulsa, Okla., 
in March, 1921, when Ruth was but 16. 
He admitted on the witness stand that he 
lived with the girl only a few days imme- 
diately after his marriage before he left for 
Lamar, Iowa. He was brought back on @ 
warrant signed by his mother-in-law and 
father-in-law. He served ten days in jail 
and then took his child-wife to Lamar. 


Not an auspicious beginning, certainly. 

From Lamar they went to Deadwood, S. 
D., and remained there until May, when 
Ruth took sick and returned to her family 
in Tulsa. Southern worked in a garage, 
as’ a chauffeur, and also as a brakeman 
on the C., B. & Q. railroad. While Ruth 
remained in Tulsa, working for a time in a 
hospital and at other times as a waitress, 
Zane went to California. 

Had this separation continued, very 
likely it would have been the best thing 
‘in the world that could have happened te 
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Mrs. Ruth Seuthern, the woman in the case, 
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Zane Southern, the avenging husbend.

for the alarm clock,” said DuBose Heyward 
te me the day before he sailed away re- 
cently on a Mediterranean cruise with his 
wife, who is also his dramatic.collaborator. 
He then was just done with being inter- 
viewed and photographed in connection 
with the announcement of the Literary 
Guild’s selection of “Mamba’s Daughters”— 
a painful process for one who is genuinely 
modest and rather shy. 

Before he returns to the peaceful beauty 
of a new mountain cottage near Hender- 
sonville, N. C., which is in the “Great 
Smokies,” Mr. Heyward will have seen his 
first novel, “Porgy,” published in France, 
where it already has appeared as a serial 
in “La Revie Universelle’’; he will have seen 
“Mamba’s Daughters” published in England 
and he will have witnessed the opening per- 
formance of the play “Porgy” in London, 
where it is being done by one of the best- 
known British producers. 

These three happy events fit very well 
into the dreamlike quality of the half- 
decade about which Mr. Heyward was 
speaking when he mentioned the alarm 
clock. His story is a modern romance, and 
if he manages to avoid pinching himselt at 
frequent intervals it is only because he is 
a born story-teller who knows that very 
curious things happen both within and 
without the covers of books. Just five years 
ago this young South Carolinian, who is 
now established as one of the outstanding 
novelists of the day, sold out an insurance 
business in Charleston which he had built 
up to a point where it provided him with a 
competence, and set out to earn his living 
by writing. 

As far back as a year or two after the 
World War had ended Mr. Heyward was 
using his vacations from a ‘business that, 
in his own words, was bringing him quickly 
to a premature old age, to write poetry. One 
year he went to the MacDowell Colony at 
Peterboro, N. H., which also has given shel- 
ter to Julia Peterkin, und which once had 
as a guest Frances Newman—two other im- 
portant figures in the 
Renaissance. Other summers he spent in 
the North Carolina mountains. Here he 
painted as well as wrote; both occupations 
offered him surcease from the 
business. 

It was at this period that he met Hervey 
Allen, and out of their friendship grew a 
book of poems, “Carolina Chansons,” pub- 
lished in 1922 and affording Mr. Heyward 
the first opportunity of seeing his name on 
a title page. He and Mr. Allen and some 
others also organized the Poetry Sortety of 
South Carolina, and Mr. Heyward added

lecturing to his own efforts at writing. But 
these beginnings were no more than a 
prelude to the events that started in 1923, 
when, with no small amount of foresight, 
Mr. Heyward married Dorothy Hartzell 
Kuhns, whom he met during another visit 
to the MacDowell. Colony. 

Miss Kuhns, an Ohioan, was a graduate 
of Professor Baker’s drama courses and well 
on her way toward becoming an established 
playwright at the time she and Mr. Hey- 
ward met. They were married in the Little 
Church Around the Corner in New York 
and returned to Charleston, where, after a 
few weeks, they decided to embark upon a 
literary career in dead earnest. I say “they” 
purposely, as Mr. Heyward has often de- 
Clared that without the encouragement of 
his bride he would not have had the cour- 
age to surrender a business which, whatever 
its disadvantages, gave him a living. 

For a long time before this momentous 
decision Mr. Heyward had watched in the 
streets of Charleston a crippled Negro beg- 
gar, who drove about in state behind an 
odoriferous billygoat; and one day a glimpse 
of Samuel Smalls—now known to a large 
part of the world as Porgy—set stirring, in 
the odd way small things sometimes affect 
our lives, the desire to put down on paper 
the lives of Charleston Negroes. 

The novel “Porgy” was not long in get- 
ting under way. Part of it Mr. Heyward 
wrote at Peterboro, part at Atlantic City, in 
a quiet little hotel where he and Mrs. Hey- 
ward often retire when New York over- 
whelms them, and part in the home of 
Hugh Walpole in Cornwall. In 1925 the 
book appeared, after a portion of. it had 
been scrialized in “The Bookman” and had 
aroused widespread interest. 

Not long after the novel was published 
Mr. and Mrs. Heyward came to New York 
for one of their brief visits, and to their 
amazement found the whole town buzzing 
over “Porgy.” it had no more than been 
published before the reviewers began to 
outdo each other in superlatives. I shall 
always cherish the memory of the author 
and his wife at a tea given by Alan Rine- 


hart, both still bewildered at the sudden 
turn of events. We. left the tea together 


and wandered into a small restaurant for 
dinner—four outlanders, three from the 
South and one from the Middle West, and 
all not ‘ecovered from the

fine talent for play writing that made the 
dramatization successful—these things and 
the Theater Guild’s splendid co-operation. 

Thus far in the story the score stands at 
one successful novel, which, incidentally, 
still selling, although three years old, and 
one successful play. In’ addition to these, 
Mr. Heyward wrote and published, in 1926, 
another novel, “Angel,” a story of the North 
Carolina mountaineers, among whom he 
spends a great deal of his time. This also 
was checred by practically all the critics 
and had a large sale. Add to these accom- 
plishments the current selection of Mr. 
Heyward’s third novel, “Mamba’s Daugh- 
ters,” by the Guild and its excellent critical 

reception, and the reason for that instinc- 
tive listening for the alarm clock becomes 
quite obvious. 

Back of the romance of this sudden rise 
in the world is the usual amount of struggle 
and hard work that the public forgets after 
an author, or any other artist, has arrived. 
Mr. Heyward grew up in no easy school, and 
a glimpse of his early background helps to 
make his story understandable. He was 
born in Charleston, of Colonial and Revo- 
lutionary stock—real Charleston bluebloods 
—but when he arrived on the scene the 
family had little left in the way of material 
possessions. His father died when he was a 
small boy. His mother kept him in school 
until the first year of high school. Then 
necessit’ and a certain stubbornness on the 
part of the young man toward the rigid re- 
quirements of an outworn school system 
sent him into the world. 

One of the very first jobs he had, at an 
age when impressionability was near its 
peak, was cnecking cotton on the Charles- 
ton docks. He had known Negroes and en- 
joyed them all his life, of course, but this 
was his first contact with the rich stuff of 
their lives; their songs, gay and sad; their 
love affairs; their quarrels, so often ending 
in sudden death, and the whole wealth of 
barbaric color that is iunplicit in their semi- 
primitive existences 

This period in his hfe also included a 
brief time at selling newspapers and a job 
as a clerk in a hardware store. From hard- 
ware he graduated into insurance, and there 
he showed the same streak of perspicacity 
that afterward came out in his selection ot! 
a wife. He chose as partner an excellent 
salesman I mention this because by no 
stretch of the imagination can Mr. Heyward 
be thought of as a succcssful salesman ot 
anything, insurance least of all

course Of a well ordered life in Charleston. 

Certain phases of liferamonz the Nevroes, 
With whom they tive in such close contact, 
and yet from whom they are in reality so 
remote, are familiar enough to most Ssuth- 
erners. Public ceremonies, such as revivals, 
camp meetings, lodge paradcs—the last are 
about as colorful and entertaining spectacles 
as are to be found in America to-day, rival- 
ing in their chromatic rante and general 
splendor the Mardi Gras celebrations in 
New Orleans—are open to all; externally, 
at least, they are not at all difficult to look 
at and to describe. 

But no one who has read or seen “Porgy” 
can fail to recognize that Mr. Heyward has 
penetrated a curious kind of curtain—1in 
“Porgy” he describes with startling accuracy 
how it drops between the races when there 
is trouble among colored folk—that has a 
way of intruding at inopportune moments. 
It is not only that he has done life in Cate 
fish Row so well and so thoroughly, but he 
iaS presented such ceremonies as_ the 
“saucer funeral’ with a life-likeness that is 
well nigh incredible. This is the sort of 
thing he would have missed altogether had 
he led a conventional life in Charieston. ' 


If he had been brought up in the strict 
traditions of the Charleston aristocracy he 
not only would have lacked opportunities 
for witnessing the inner life of the Negroes 
around him, but there is a strong probabil- 
ily that the deep sympathy and genuine 
understanding which play so large a part in 
making “Porgy” a fine novel and a fine 
play would never have been his. He would 
have lived in one cell, closed about by the 
tightest social code extant in America, and 
the Negroes would have lived in another, 
and they might as well have been a thoue- 
sand miles apart for any chance of their 
coming to know each other except as mas- 
ter and servant,

braided her. He told her she would have to 


give up the friends she had made while 
he was away. They would ruin her, he 
said, and ruin him, too. He loved her too 
much, he said, to see her spoiled, led astray 
by some one who didn’t care what became 
of her, 


So for a while, things went more smooth- 
ly, but Ruth was not content to stay at 
home. She endured the humdrummery for 
a week and then pleaded with Zane to let 
her go back to work somewhere. Time was 
hanging so 6n her hands, and besides, there 
wasn’t any reason in the world why she 
shouldn't be bringing some money into the 
house. 

“Really, darling,” she told him, “I'll be 
“““appier if I have something to do.” 

Again she won him over. 

She went back to Mack’s office. Pres- 
ently, Southern declared, she was. staying 
out late nights again. Zane worried and 
stormed and threatened. He found out 
from Ruth that her boss, Mack, was going 
to make a dancer out of her and put her 
on the stage. The husband sneered, ridi- 
culed the other man’s motives, and finally 
went to see Mack in his office. 

According to his testimony, Southern 
told the theatrical agent to leave his wife 
alone. “You know it isn’t right to be 
pumping a kid full of all this foolishness,” 
he said. “You know damn well you don’t 
mean a word you say about making a danc- 
ing girl out of a kid in six months. 

“You know well enough nobody can 
make a professional dancer in that time. 
And as for this talk about making $1,500 
@ month, that’s all poppycock, and you 
know it. 


“And as far as taking her out is con- 
cerned,” concluded the husband, “you're 
not going to do that, understand?” 

He asked Mack to fire her since she 
had refused to quit, but, according to 
Seuthern, the other man replied: 

“Hell, I'm not holding her, Southern! 
She doesn’t have to stay if she doesn’t 
want to.” 

Back the husband went to plead with his 
rebellious wife. He tried to make her see 
right, he said,-tried to point out to her 
where she was going wrong and making a 
mistake. He begged her to quit working 
for Mack, but she was beyond acquiescence 
now. He had bought her a lovely fur col- 
lar and—and all she wanted. He had spent 
lavishly for dinner parties and given her 
money to spend. 

“I'm having too good a time,” she said. 
“You can't blame me for playing him. 
Why, he’s going to take me ‘to South 
America!” : 

Infuriated, Southern again went to 
Mack. He pointed out to him that he 
couldn’t take another man’s wife out of 
the state like that. “You know it isn’t 
right, what you're doing,” said Southern. 
“You can’t get away with that stunt, I 
tell you! I won't stand for it, that’s all!” 

And, according to Southern, the other 
man sneered and said: 

“Well, if you don’t like it, what are you 
going to do about it?” 

Perhaps that should be Mack*’s epitaph. 

But it didn't happen that day. 

Southern again withdrew. A day or so 
later, according to his story, while watch- 
ing around the Frost building, where Mack 
had his office, the husband talked with 
the elevator boy and the latter toid him of 
things he had observed around Mack's of- 
fice. The-elevator boy told him, he said, 
of Ruth and Mack staying after hours, of 
lights being turned out, of love notes left 
around. 

Southern again talked to his wife and 
‘ghe said: 

“There's no use going on this way. I 
sunply can’t get the stage out of my liead. 
“~T'm going to make a lot of money. When 
I get ready to settle down I'll come back 
to you.” 

She told him of a ring made of five- 
dollar gold pieces which Mack had given 
her. According to Southern, the other man 
had also given her @ fur coat. 

“You know you can't afford to spend $10 
on parties for me and that sort of thing,” 
She said. “It is foolish to think of. I'm 
teo young, I tell you, to settle down. After 
[ go to South America, or back east, or 
wherever I'm going, after I've had a goed 
time and everything and when I want to 
have children and settle down, I will come 


back to you, because I think more of you 
than anybody in the world. 

That was his testimony on the witness 
stand. 

Southern found that he could not per- 
suade his wife to give up Mack and all 
that Mack implied. A few days later, on 
November 22, 1924, he visited Edwin Shap- 
ley, who lived in the same house where 
Southern roomed, and borrowed Shapley’s 
.38 caliber Colt revolver. He told Shapley 
he wanted to borrow it to do a bit of 
hunting. 

From his rooming house he went to the 
Frost building. 

It was about 1:30 p. m. Mack, a rather 
thick-set man of about 55, sat at his desk 
in his office on the third floor. At his 
elbow was Ruth Southern, seated at a 
typewriter desk. Scattered about the room 
were five other men, all but one of them 
professional entertainers, who were waiting 
to learn if Mack would have work for 
them. 


The door to the office, opening from the 
outside corridor, was to the left of the the- 
atrical agent. Mrs. Southern had her back 
to it. 


One of the men was talking to Mack. 


The door opened and Zane Southern 
walked into the office. 

He had his eyes fixed on Mack and on 
his wife. He did not appear to see the 
others in the room. Nor did the others 
pay any attention to him until they heard 
him say: 

“You fellows stand back!” 

Then they saw that he had a gun in his 
hand. 

Southern came to a halt about three 
feet in front of the table at which Mack 
sat. Without another word he leveled the 
gun at Mack and pumped four bullets into 
his enemy. All took effect. As one pierced 
his heart, Mack threw back his head with 
a sort of murmur and was dead. 

The others were as if transfixed with 
horror. With their eyes gued upon the 
gun, they shrank in terror against the wall. 
Southern disregarded them. He took his 
wife by the arm and said: “Here, Ruth, 
come along with me!” 

Out in the corridor he summoned the 
elevator. They descended to the _ street, 
mingled with the crowds on the sidewalk, 
and walked a few feet to where Police 
Officer H. L. Olson was directing traffic. 


“T’ve just killed a skunk,” said Southern. 
“Here’s the gun.” 

He was hurried to the central police sta- 
tion a block away and there he related his 
story to detectives in the presence of Dep- 
uty District Attorney E. Dennison. In re- 
sponse to a question from the 
Southern said: 


“This man got my wife drunk—the dirty 
dog—I can't tell you—she—I can’t—good 
God! He knows and she knows, both know 
—I talked about it! It drove me crazy!” 


The inquest took place in a day or so 
after hearing his story and his wife's 
story, the jury reached the following ver- 
dict: 

“We find the deceased came to death 
from a gunshot wound in the heart inflict- 
ed by Z. R. Southein. We believe this 
shooting was actuated in protection of the 
sanctity of his home and was justified.” 

Despite this verdict, which is not legally 
binding on. any official in California, Dis- 
trict Attorney Asa Keyes of Los Angeles 
county, laid the evidence before the coun- 
ty grand jury, demanded an indictment, 
and was granted one.

Southern went on trial before Judge 
Charles S. Crail January 26, 1925. The state 
was represented by Deputy District Attor- 
neys Harold L. Davis and James P. Cos- 
tello. The defense lawyers were S. 5S. 
Hahn and M. A. Woodward. 

The prisoner, te:tifying in his own de- 

fense, told the whole story of the affair 
and pleaded temporary insanity. He said 
that when he went to Mack's office it was 
with the idea of scaring the two of them, 
of making them quit each other, but when 
he stepped into the office and saw the two 
of them with their heads together, iit was 
too much for him. 
“When I saw them together—I don't 
know, something seemed to snap in me. I 
just went crazy. I couldn't control myself. 
I just wanted to tear him to pieces. That 
is all I know.” 

At one time he broke down and wept. 
He was saying that he had forced Ruth to 
quit working for Mack. “I told her she 
should have nothing to do with the friends 
she had made while I was away,” he said.

At the time. he tried to kill himself, a 
note was found in his watchcase. It had 
been torn but, pieced together, this much 
was made out of it: 


“Dear Ruth . . for I still leve you in 
spite of your mistreatment. I would not do 
this if you had not betrayed me. Your tes- 
timony is what . . I will meet you in 
another world.” 


The defense made a motion for a new 
trial but when it was denied, let the thing 
drop. There was no appeal. In support 
of their motion, the defense filed an affi- 
davit sworn to by his wife, in which she 
admitted that she had lied to the district 
attorney when she said Southern had been 
a bootlegger and that he had made a slave 
of her and had beaten her. 

She said she had lied because she was 
afraid of him and had hoped he would 
have been given a manslaughter sentence. 
But when he got life, she regretted it. 

Mrs: Southern was granted a divorce in 
October, 1926. Zane Southern is still in 
prison.

' Back in 1922, when the motion 
picture business was an industry and not 
a talking contest, Mr. B. A. Rolfe was a 
film producer. His company was by no 
means the smallest in the game and Rolfe 
productions were to be reckoned with in 
the picture business. 

As a matter of fact, Rolfe was the nack- 
ground of the Metro company of -oday. 
After all was said and spent, Rolfe sejd 
out to the Metro company. Then came 
Marcus Loew and Samuel Goldwyn—-and 
today we have the resultant firm of Metro- 
Goldwyn-Maver. 

Before the movies called him, B. A. Rolfe 
was the director of an orchestra. He, him- 
self, played the trumpet—and his success 
was something to blow about. But he felt 
there were bigger things in store for him, 
so he formed the B. A. Rolfe Motion Pic- 
ture Production company. 

In the latter part of 1922 Rolfe was film- 
ing a script titled “Madonnas and Men,” 
by Carey Wilson. In the cast of that fea- 
ture were Edmund Lowe, Anders Randolf, 
Evan Burrowes Fontaine and Lilyan Tash- 
man. We. never saw the picture, but if it 
was half as bad as its title it must have 
been plenty bad. 

Glancing over his scenario, Rolfe found 
that he needed a cabaret scene. Since he 
was doing everything on a lavish scale, the 
ex-trempet player negotiated with the 
Thompson-Salvin interests for use of the 
Palais Royal—at that time the most suc- 
cessful night club in the world. 


Rolfe wanted the Palais Royal for an 
afternoon. Furthermore, he wanted the 
featured artists and the complete band in 
his picture. He dickered with Jimmy 
Thompson and finally agreed to pay $3,- 
500 for the privilege. He handed over his 
check and the scenes were shot that very 
afternoon and incorporated in “Madonnas 
and Men.”

Seeing a figure which had bent over the 
body, the printers who had found the body 
started in pursuit, and upon firing at the 
creature they came upon the wounded Mr.

Damned Souls of X College.’ Half of the 
college was there that night, as one of the 


girls put it, “to see what a damned soul 
looked like,” but apparently there was not 
even a meeting. 

Of course, some of the tales one hears 
are true. A year or so ago half a dozen 
girls—four of them  freshmen—were ex- 
pelled from one institution because they 
were discovered pursuing a habit, appar- 
ently of some duration, of going to a house 
on the outskirts of the village where liquor 
could be obtained—and was. 

A girl was expelled from another insti- 
tution because it was learned that instead 
of going home, as her registration would 
have led one to believe, she had spent a 
week-end with a man from a nearby col- 
lege. 

There are other cases like these. Out of 
eighty-thrée hundred persons anywhere we 
find a certain number of immoralists and 
non-moralists. There will always be girls 
everywhere who champ at restraint, who 
refuse to recognize group responsibility, 
who will not conform. But the number of 
these in the colleges is certainly not great 
enough to constitute a menace. I am afraid 
that most of the head-wagging critics have 
done what a dean of Yale, asked to in- 
vestigate moral conditions, said he feared 
he might do: “Lose his sense of propor- 
tion and become hipped on the subject.”
